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THE  REPUBLIC  OF  TEXAS  - 
Signatures  On  Fourth  And  Fifth 
Issue  Of  Notes

There  are  probably  more  unan 
swered  questions  on  the  Fourth  Is 
sue  of  The  Republic  of  Texas  notes 
than  am  other  issues.  Bv  an  act  ot 
'  ongress  on  December  14.  1  S3«S  i 
authorized  $150,000  in  $1  $2,  and 

•S3  denominations  only.  These  are 
known  as  the  Fourth  Issue.  Bv  an  act 
<1  Congress,  on  January  19,  1839. 
they  authorized  the  issue  of  $5,  $10, 
$20,  $50.  $100  and  $500  notes. 
These  are  known  as  the  Fifth  Issue. 

Although  in  Criswell’s  book  on 
Confederate  and  Southern  States 
Currency  it  savs  the  Fourth  Issue 
has  written  dates  from  1839-1841. 
tiie  fact  seems  to  be  that  the  first 
known  notes  of  the  Fourth  Issue  are 
dated  April  1,  1840. 

The  second  unanswered  question 
on  the  Fourth  Issue  is  why  “Clerk” 
and  “Treas"  were  printed  for  hand¬ 
written  signatures  when  only  “Comp  * 
and  “Acting  Comp”  actually  signed 
"  here  “Clerk”  is  printed. 

The  third  unanswered  question  is 
why  the  Fifth  Issue  of  The  Republic 
of  Texas  Notes  that  were  authorized 
;ifter  the  Fourth  Issue  were  actually 
issued  many  months  before  the 
Fourth  Issue.  Many  notes  of  the 
Fifth  Issue  carry  a  date  of  1839. 

In  early  1840,  Simmons  was 
< Comptroller  and  Brigham  was  Treas¬ 
urer  and  they  signed  the  first  re  leas 
ed  notes  of  the  Fourth  Issue  which 
were  dated  April  1,  1840.  This  is 
the  only  date  known  that  Simmons 


and  Brigham  signed  the  Fourth  Is¬ 
sue  of  Notes.  This  signature  com¬ 
bination  is  by  far  the  rarest  of  signa¬ 
ture  combinations,  on  the  Fourth  Is¬ 
sue.  The  records  of  the  late  Louis 
Lenz  of  Houston,  who  was  a  Texana 
collector  for  over  50  years,  shows 
that  about  25  of  the  $1  not  exist, 
about  12  of  the  $2  notes  exist  and 
about  17  of  the  $3  notes  exist  with 
tlie  signature  combination  of  Sim¬ 
mons  and  Brigham.  His  records  also 
show  that  the  highest  serial  number 
known  of  the  $1  note  is  442,  the  $2 
note  is  370  and  the  $3  note  is  436. 
This  is  close  to  being  correct  for  Mr. 
Lenz  sold  the  writer,  many  years  ago, 
a  $2  note  with  a  serial  number  of 
380  and  it  carries  the  signatures  of 
Shaw  and  Simmons.  Since  the  first 
of  the  Fourth  Issue  of  notes  carries 
Simmons  -  Brigham  signatures,  and 
they  signed  these  notes  only  one  day 
i  April  1.  1840)  most  of  the  known 
notes  are  only  in  fair  to  good  condi¬ 
tion.  Those  notes  known  above  in 
good  condition  are  REAL  RARE.

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SILVER  DOLLARS 
STIR  CONFUSION

One  of  the  most  confusing  U.S. 
coins  among  average  collectors  is  the 
silver  dollar  of  the  types  minted  from 
18  <8  to  1935.  Only  two  principal  de¬ 
signs  were  offered  over  this  long  per¬ 
iod.  yet  we  have  all  degrees  of  raritv 
and  condition  among  the  many  dates 
and  mint  marks  that  create  a  spread 
in  prices  from  $2  to  perhaps  $4,000. 

When  mi  old  hoard  of  silver  dol¬ 
lars  comes  to  light,  the  owner  usualh 
takes  one  of  two  courses  in  disposing 
of  them.  ( 1 )  He  is  very  difficult  to 
deal  with  because  of  his  glorified 
opinion  of  their  worth.  (2)  He  knows 
nothing  about  the  coins  and  sells  the 
entire  lot  for  a  specified  price.  (3)  He 
gives  and  takes  on  the  various  better 
dates  and  mint  marks,  and  finally 
comes  up  with  a  total  price  both  fair 
to  him  and  the  buyer.  It  is  surprising 
to  (inti  that  the  average  non-collec¬ 
tor  knows  neither  the  location  nor 
the  significance  of  mint  marks  that 
may  make  a  lot  of  difference  in 
value. 

A  classic  example  of  a  price  range 
hard  to  explain  to  a  novice  is  that 
of  the  1934-S  silver  dollar.  This  coin 
in  choice  mint  condition  sells  for 
around  $225.  while  in  average  cir¬ 
culated  condition  it  may  be  bought 
for  $10  or  even  less.  The  inexperi¬ 
enced  owner  looks  at  the  top  figure 
in  a  coin  catalog  and  immediately 
concludes  his  worn  specimen  must 
be  worth  at  least  $150. 

The  1892-S  dollar  may  bring  up  to 
$1,500  in  top  condition,  while  it  sells 
for  around  $5  if  badly  worn.  All  of 
the  “GC”  mint  silver  dollars  are  some¬ 
thing  special,  but  they  do  not  show 
the  severe  price  drops  from  grade  to 
grade  that  many  of  the  others  do. 


for  some  reason  nearly  all  of  the 
f .arson  City  mint  dollars  were  cir¬ 
culated  heavily  in  a  region  that  liked 
the  heavy  pieces.  These  coins  show 
many  strong  nicks  and  bruises,  a  fact 
that  greatly  reduces  their  value. 

Silvi  r  dollars  are  so  wideK  held  in 
this  country  that  the  common  dates 
on  not  bring  much  more  in  mint 
condition  than  in  the  circulated  state, 
a  distinct  reversal  from  the  case  of 
the  rare  dates  and  mint  marks.  The 
badly  worn  ones  are  not  considered 
desirable  for  collector  purposes  but 
the  inexperienced  owners  usually 
don’t  know  this. 

Silver  dollars  and  Indian  Head 
cents  are  perhaps  the  most  widely 
spread  of  all  coins  in  this  country, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
Lincoln  cent.  The  dollars  have  grown 
into  the  select  class  only  because 
stiver  bullion  prices  have  given  them 
;.n  excess  value  above  their  face 
value.  However,  some  are  still  being 
turned  in  at  banks  by  owners  who 
are  not  aware  of  their  special  worth. 

Calls  are  received  every  week  from 
heirs  who  want  information  on  silver 
dollars  found  around  the  house  or  in 
a  bank  box.  In  most  cases  such  coins 
are  well  worn  and  of  the  most  com¬ 
mon  dates.  It  is  always  a  safe  bet 
i hat  where  a  “GC”  mint  dollar  or 
two  are  included,  they  will  be  those 
with  greatest  wear.  Pride  in  owner¬ 
ship  blinds  many  holders  to  the 
faults  of  their  silver  dollars.  Wear  on 
the  high  spots,  marks,  cuts  and 
bruises  may  easily  reduce  the  value 
of  a  rare  dollar  by  as  much  as  $100. 
All  of  this  is  still  very  confusing  to 
the  proud  owner  who  would  not 
think  of  paving  top  price  for  a  worn 
out  automobile  or  a  broken  antique 
vise.

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THE  MYSTERY  OF 
JOHN  THE  BLIND

In  1946.  the  tinv  country  of  Lux¬ 
emburg,  a  lowlands  country  surround¬ 
ed  by  France,  Belgium,  and  Germany, 
issued  a  series  of  commemorative 
coins  in  honor  of  John  the  Blind.  The 
series  consists  of  three  silver  coins 
in  denominations  of  20,  50  and  100 
francs,  minted  in  quantities  of  100,- 
000  each. 

The  mystery  that  arises  involves 
the  questions:  who  was  John  the 
Blind,  what  did  he  accomplish  to  earn 
such  an  honor,  and  how  did  he  meet 
his  death  back  in  the  year  1346? 

To  answer  the  questions  and  solve 
the  mystery,  legend  as  well  as  his¬ 
tory  must  be  consulted.  John  the 
blind,  bom  in  the  year  1296,  became 
the  first  of  four  counts  of  Luxemburg 
to  rule  as  King  of  Bohemia  now  Czec- 
hoslavakia,  in  1309.  He  was  a  very 
careless  ruler,  but  he  distinguished 
himself  with  his  valiant  soldiering  by 
winning  numerous  battles.  His  per¬ 
sonal  crest  bore  the  legend,  “Ich 
Dien  (I  sene)  under  three  ostrich 
plumes. 

Tradition  tells  us  that  in  1340,  at 
the  age  of  44,  John  was  totally  blind¬ 
ed  in  battle.  Other  less  romantic  view 
points  indicate  that  he  contracted 
during  his  campaigns  in  Lithuania  a 
disease  which  led  finally  to  complete 
blindness.  Despite  this  handicap,  ho 
continued  his  active  part  in  soldiering 
and  campaigning  until  his  heroic 
death  in  1346. 

In  that  year,  he  marched  his  army 
to  help  the  French  against  the  Eng¬ 
lish.  A  great  battle  took  place  at  a 
small  village  called  Crecy-en-Pon- 
thieu.  The  English,  led  by  Edward 
Ihe  Black  Prince  (King  Edward  III' 
won  a  tremendous  victory  over  over¬ 
whelming  odds  in  one  of  the  first 


battles  in  which  they  used  cannon. 
Prince  John,  being  told  that  the  En¬ 
glish  victory  was  practically  certain, 
asked  bis  men  to  link  their  horses  to¬ 
gether  with  his  for  one  final  charge. 
The  entire  troop  plunged  into  battle 
and  all  but  two  were  slaughtered  bv 
the  English  infantry. 

Tradition  says  that  John  the  Blind 
sought  hits  death  in  this  battle,  pro¬ 
bably  due  to  his  blindness.  For  his 
great  valor,  he  remains  to  this  day 
one  of  Luxemburg’s  greatest  heroes. 
Legend  says  the  Black  Prince,  in  ad¬ 
miration  of  John’s  heroic  action,  ad¬ 
opted  the  ostrich  plume  crest  and  the 
motto  “Ich  Dien.”  Since  that  time 
this  emblem  lias  been  used  by  the 
Prince  of  Wales. 

The  three  coins  in  the  series  are 
identical  except  in  size  and  denom¬ 
ination.  They  bear  the  portrait  of  the 
present  Prince  John,  facing  left,  on 
the  obverse  with  the  inscription. 
“Prenz  Jean  Vu  Letzeburg"  (Prince 
John  of  Luxemburg).  The  obverse 
also  shows  the  crest  of  the  House  of 
Bourbon  for  Prince  John  on  the  left, 
and  the  Crest  of  John,  King  of  Bo¬ 
hemia.  on  the  right,  divided  by  the 
denomination. 

The  reverse  portravs  John  the 
Blind  riding  his  fighting  steed  into 
battle,  brandishing  his  sword  and 
shield,  with  the  inscription,  “Jang  De 
Blannen”  (John  the  Blind).  The  dates 
26-VIII-1346  (August  26  1346)  for 
his  death  and  1946.  the  date  of  issue, 
appear  at  the  bottom  center  on  the 
reverse. 

The  John  the  Blind  commemora¬ 
tive  series  stands  as  a  beautiful  tri¬ 
bute  to  one  of  Luxemburg’s  great 
national  heroes,  and  our  mystery'  is 
solved. 

John  himself  issued  numerous  coins 
for  Bohemia  and  Luxemburg  and  for 
his  Italian  campaign.

James 
Webb  signed  many  notes  as  Acting 
Secretary  Treasurer  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  issue  of  these  notes  and 
that  is  the  reason  it  vs  so  hard  to 
secure  a  real  nice  note  with  this 
signature  combination.
